You are hereby notified to meet at Pillsbury Mem- 
orial Hall in said Sutton on Tuesday, the fourteenth 
day of March next, at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects:

10. Tosee how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of the fire 
department. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the control of White 
Pine Blister Rust. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the New London hos- 
pital to secure extra service. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the Dartmouth-Lake 


Sunapee Region. 


14. To see if the town will vote to allow a dis- 
count for the early payment of taxes. 


15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 
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16.° To bring in your voies for the ejection of dele- 
gates-at-large, alternate delegates-at-large, district 
delegates and alternate district delegates to the Na- 
tional convention of the Democratic and Republican 
parties to be held for the purpose of nominating can- 
didates for President and Vice-President of the Uni- 
ted States.

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The above table shows that only one day was lost 
by one school in the district. This was on account 
of severe weather. The number of pupils registered 
in the district and the average membership have in- 
creased. In other districts of the Supervisory Union 
the number of pupils has decreased, in some cases as 
much as 60%. The percent of attendance is good, 
an improvement over the previous year. The amount 
of tardiness increased patricularly at the South 
School. 


The number of pupils residing in the district and 
attending public schools was 188 or six more than 
last year. Of these 102 were enrolled in the schools 
of the district, 11 in the elementary school at Warner 
and 25 in the high schools of nearby districts. 


The scarcity of teachers is increasing. In June 
1943 all the teachers of the district left to secure 
better positions. It is particularly difficult to find 
teachers who will take one-room schools. However, 
we were fortunate in being able to secure the pre- 
sent staff of the district. Next year on account of 
the conditions due to the war, salaries will be cor- 
respondingly higher. 


This year school lunches of better quality than 
those of previous years are being served for the pup- 
ils. At North Sutton, through the kindness of Mr. 
Davis, pasteurized milk is obtained for those who 
desire it. The material for the lunches is paid for by 
the Food Distribution of the Federal Government. 
This agency also pays two cents on each bottle of 
milk. 


Although light lunches such as cocoa or hot soup 
have for several years been served at the schools the 
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facilities there for preparing better lunches are very 
limited. At the South school and the Mills school 
lunches this year are being prepared at nearby 
homes. At the Mills the lunch is then carried to the 
school, but at the South the pupils go to the home 
of Mrs. Harold Hurd to eat. At the Noxth the food 
is prepared at the school, and the pupils have milk, 
We are sure that this program of balanced lunches 
will pay abundant dividends in the health of the 
pupils. Although we usually think of the country as 
a more healthful place to live than the city, results 
of physical examinations of men for the armed forces 
show a higher percentage of men from rural] sections. 
rejected than from the cities. 


For another year we would suggest that the spare 
rooms at the North and Mills schools be fitted for the 
preparation of lunches at the school house. The 
principal addition needed in each is a second-hand 
range and a sink for dish washing. Although there 
is no running water in either school, enough could. 
be brought in for lunch purposes. At the South 
school a plan similar to that now in operation is more 
feasible. Provision should also be made for hiring 
the necessary help in preparing the lunches at school. 
No teacher, even with the help of older pupils, would 
have time for this. With the arrangements above: 
mentioned and the continued assistance of the FDA 
the district would be able to provide more adequate: 
lunches for the pupils.

The Legislature of 1937 authorized the establish- 
ment of six Regions each comprising a group of towns 
suggested by the State Planning’ and Development 
Commission. The Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region 
comprises as this town and 37 others in this section 
of the state. The Region is incorporated as a non- 
profit corporation and its affairs are supervised by a 
group of officers chosen annually. The Region em- 
ploys a full time secretary who is paid by the state 
(not by the towns). Thus your Region is a set-up 
established by law and the matter of whether or not 
it has sufficient financial support to render real ser- 
vice to your community rests with the voters of the 
towns. During its existence the Dartmouth-Lake 
Sunapee Region can point to the following accom- 
plishments. Through the publicity it has issued it has 
brought visitors to every town, some have established 
summer homes and others have become permanent 
residents. It has been instrumental in bringing in- 
dustries to several towns. It has inaugurated plans 
that have saved historic landmarks. It has sponsored 
paying summer attractions. It has been active in 
bringing about a survey of our mineral resources that 
has resulted in revenue to many towns and has con- 
ducted studies of new agricultural products. 


By an appropriation not exceeding 1-100 of 1% 
of the assessed valuation the Region now asks the 
support of your town in continuing the program that 
has brought about the aforementioned results and to 
institute the following three projects which if car- 
ried through must result in added income to each of 
the 38 towns of the Region. (1) A research of the 
possibilities of establishing industries that will use as 
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raw materials, minerals within our area and make a 
study of the feasibility of the production, processing 
and sale of several agricultural products that in the 
past have received but little attention. (2) To coop- 
erate with each of the towns in preparing descrip- 
tive pamphlets showing the attractions, natural ad- 
vantages and resources of the community with the 
idea of eventually incorporating such material into a 
book descriptive of the whole Region. (8) To estab- 
lish a system of Recreation Trails following back 
highways and little used roads leading to scenic areas 
and desireable locations in each of the 38 towns in 
the Region. - As it is not deemed proper to devote 
more space in your Town Report to this subject, de- 
tails have been omitted, however, letters of inquiry 
regarding any matter here mentioned will be wel- 
comed and given careful reply.
